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1. Claims 1-8, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 11, "the data" should be changed to -the TDM data- to avoid the 
antecedent lacking problem; 

In claim 4, line 5, "to write the TDM data" should be changed to -to map the TDM data 
into packet data and to write the TDM data- to better characterize the invention, line 6, "packet 
data" should be changed to —the packet data--; 

In claim 8, line 3, "switching each slot" should be changed to -switching TDM data in 
one packet slot assigned to an originating port- to avoid the antecedent lacking problem and 
better characterize the invention, line 4, "the destination port" should be changed to -a 
destination port-; 

In claim 13, line 4, "data" should be changed to -TDM data-, line 7, "data" should be 
changed to -TDM data-; 

Claim 14, line 2, "data" should be changed to -TDM data-. 

2. Claims 1-8, 13 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
